Rezoning portions of the City occu- 
pied the City Council at its meeting 
Monday night. Land located between 
the East Shore Highway and the South- 
ern Pacific Company’s tracks was re- 
zoned from heavy to light industrial, 
while a strip of property east of the 
highway was reclassified from heavy 
industrial to first residential. 

The change of classification, affect- 
ing some 50 acres, was done without 

_ protest and before a scant dozen per- 
_ sons, in contrast to the large crowds of 
the past two weeks. The move was 
arranged after conference with the Du 
Pont de Nemours Company and the 
Coast Manufacturing Company, owners 
of large tracts in the area, it is re- 
ported, 

Second reading of an ordinance to 
rezone the northeast quarter of the 
block at Brighton and Masonic Ave- 

_nues, was held. The new law makes the 
entire block, bound by Cerrito Creek 
and the Santa Fe tracks, second resi- 

dential. 


_ACCEDES TO REQUEST 


The council also held the second 
reading of an ordinance to make it a 
misdemeanor for any City employe to 
dispose of impounded animals for the 
"purpose of vivisection or dissection. 
No cases have ever been known here, 
the law being passed to further comply 
with the requests of dog owners who 
also demanded and got repeal of the 
“Jeash”” law last week. 

Request of Frisbie Nunn to do his 
own wiring at 1092 Peralta Avenue was 
granted with the stipulation that he 
obtain a permit and pay the usual fee. 
An application of Louis Ghigliotte, 
609 Talbot Avenue, to wire fixtures 
at that address, was denied because the 
applicant is not the owner of the home. 
“The latter action followed the reco- 
mmendation of H. I. Dygert, building 
inspector. 

The session was conducted by Coun- 
cilman Batchelder in the absence of 
Mayor O. C. Yenne, who was ill.

ORDINANCE NO. 401 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 

ALBANY PROHIBITING SALE 

OF ANIMALS IMPOUNDED, FOR 

THE PURPOSE OF VIVISEC- 

TION. 

The Council of the City of Albany 
do ordain as follows: 

SECTION 1. If the Poundmaster, 
or any Sipleyee of the City of Al- 
bany, shall knowingly sell or give 
any impounded animal to any per- 
son, firm, corporation, association, 
medical college, or university of the 
State for the purpose of animal ex~ 
perimentation, vivisection, surgical 
or medical experimentation, or dis- 
section, the offender shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 

SECTION 2. Any person, firm or 
corporation who through fraud, mis- 
representation, coercion or threats in- 
duces any violation of the foregoing 
provisions shall also be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
shall be subject to punishment by a 
fine of not to exceed Twenty-five 
Dollars ($25.00).

“Since insurance 
is extended only to well-managed 
thrift and savings institutions, our 
association is thus approved_as to 
policies and operating methods. 
All accounts now on the associa- 
tion’s books and future additions 
thereto are covered by insurance 
up to $5,000.00 each, regardless of 
the time they were opened and, of 
course, all new accounts will be in- 


sured,” he explained.
